Subject: Trial Report - Fiber Break-Up Test 

Trial Dates: 9/20/05 & 9/21/05 

Materials: SI Bundles, 2" Concrete Fiber 
PGI-QC" 3 // Fibrillated Fiber 

Procedure: Fiber Test Wt. - 1 15.0 g. +/- 5.0 g. 

Concrete Sand Wt. - 53.10 lbs. 
Coarse Aggregate Wt. - 64.90 lbs. 
Mixer RPM - 26 

Add sand & aggregate first, then add fiber. Do Not Add Water or Cement 

Begin mixing. Visibly watch mixing operation checking for signs of fiber bundle break-up. 

"Stop Operation" check fiber bundle break-up every 3-5 minutes: 

> Shut off mixer 

> Without disturbing mix, look for fiber bundles, document progress, take digital 
picture of progress. 

> Continue process until fiber bundle break-up is perceived complete. 



SI Bundles, 2" Concrete Fiber: (9/21/05) 

♦ Fiber Bundle (pucks) Wt. - 1 16.03 g. (2 pucks) 

♦ "Stop Operation" check @ 5.0 min. mix time showed both pucks intact. Documented w/ pic. 

♦ "Stop Operation" check @ 10.0 min. mix time showed one puck intact, the other puck 
appeared to be completely broken apart - loose fibers displayed as well as the paper wrap. 
Documented w/ pic. 

♦ "Stop Operation" check @ 13.0 min. mix time showed both pucks completely broken apart - 
loose fibers displayed as well as both pucks' paper wrap. Documented w/ pic. Note: 
dumped mix onto ground, sifted through and verified that both fiber bundles were completely 
broken apart. 



PGI "QC" 3 / 4 " Fibrillated Fiber: (9/20/05) 

♦ Fiber Wt. - 1 1 5.3 g. (~ 250 bundles) 

♦ "Stop Operation" check @ 5.0 min. mix time, appeared to have - 30 - 35% bundle break-up. 
Documented w/ pic. 

♦ "Stop Operation" check @ 8.0 min. mix time, appeared to have ~ 70% bundle break-up. 
Documented w/ pic. 

♦ "Stop Operation" check @ 10.0 min. mix time, appeared to have ~ 90 - 95% bundle break-up. 
Documented w/ pic. Note: dumped mix onto ground, sifted through and did appear to have 
the 90 - 95% fiber bundle break-up.
